This year’s student body 
president election results 
have been changed at least 
two times since last Friday 
when John Giannoni' was 
declared the new president

The ultimate outcome is 
still in doubt pending a fourth 
recount of all the ballots cast 

Early yesterday afternoon 
Michael Garrels was declared 
the winner (869-860) only to be 
told 15 minutes later that he 
had lost again (881-869) to 
Giannoni 

Garrels, who is requesting 
that the election be in- 
validated, said: ‘‘I want to 
thank the people who sup- 
ported me during the election 
and whether I win or lose there 
will be no hard feelings.”’ 

Approximately 18 percent 
of CSUS's 19,650 eligible 


voters elected a new student 
hody president, 17 student 
senators, and two members to 
the University Union Board of 
Directors in last week's elec- 
tions 

Cliff Adams, elections coor- 
dinator, termed the 3,469 
ballots cast as ‘‘the highest 
vote we ve ever had, as farasI 
know.’’ This year’s turnout, 
according to Adams, is almost 
twice as much as last year’s 
1,841 ballots cast 

Giannoni and Eileen Denes, 
the ‘‘more cohesive union” 
candidates, were elected 
president and vice president 
respectively with 881 votes 
over Garrels and Jeannine 
English. who collected 869 
votes 

Other presidential can- 
didates receiving votes were 
Richard Pena and Jose Perez 
with 566 votes, Yarrow Aka 
and John Cummins with 349, 
David Ferris and LeRoy 
White with 329, and J. Pretzel 
Pultroon with 59. Also, 248 
voters found that no candidate 
was acceptable. 

Senate Chair 


Jim Hollenback, the only 
candidate to receive a ma- 
jority of votes, was elected 
Senate chair with 1,524 toGlen 
O. Angel's 733 votes. 575 votes 
were cast for ‘‘no candidate is 
acceptable.”’ 

Debbie Hurtado and Lizz 
Linker were elected to the 
University Union Board of 
Directors with 897 and 685 
votes respectively. 

Other candidates receiving 
votes were Rick Carlos, 454 
votes, Marsha Duccini, 295, 
Lee Castleton, 2, and 570 votes 


Against ‘Terrible Ten’ 


Food Day organizers urge boycott 


The organizers of the 
National Food Day, April 17, 
are cranking up for an all-out 
attack on what they cail ‘‘the 
Terrible Ten’ foods, chosen 
because they ‘‘exemplify 
what’s wrong with the 
American food supply.”’ 

Although many of the foods 
are what nutritionists call 
junk items, one of the foods on 
the list is table grapes, stilithe 
focus of the boycott by the 
United Farm Workers who are 
engaged in a battle to 
represent the grape-pickers of 
California. 

The other Terrible Ten 
foods and the reasons for their 
being on the list follow: 


Coca-Cola, chosen because 
‘it contains no nutrients and 
costs more than milk.” 

‘Breakfast Squares,’’ 


which the organizers call 


“Gainesburger for People,” 
and contend are _ not 
wholesome because their high 
sugar and fat content cancel 
out the benefits of their 
vitamin and mineral for- 
tification. 


Bacon, which contains the 
additive nitrite, believed to be 
a cancer-causing agent by 
many consumer-oriented 
scientists. 

Wonder Bread, because it is 
manufactured by ITT’s Con- 
tinental Baking Company, 
which was accused recently 
by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission of trying to 
monopolize the white bread in- 
dustry. 

Sugar, because many nut- 
ritionists have implicated it in 
a variety of health problems, 
and because several major 
Sugar manvfacturers were

Dick Mazon was elected 
with 55 votes from social work 
and Lorraine E. Lema 
defeated two opponenis for the 
health, P.E. and recreation 
seat with 116 votes. 

Arts and sciences elected 
six members to the Senate 
Elected were: Martha 
Gutierrez, 121 votes, Steve 
Nagle, 121 votes, Jim Grant, 91 
votes, Rick Morrison, 88 votes, 
Steve Jelton, 81 votes, and De

Native American events 
start here tomorrow

The native American In- 
dian Alliance and Cultural 
Programs will present an 
American Indian Program 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday. The purpose is to 
create a better awareness of 
Indian peoples’ customs, lifes- 
tyles and cultures. 

Sakakwenonkwas (Tom 
Porter), spiritual leader and 
sub-chief of the Mohawk 
Nation, will keynote’ the 
program tomorrow, at 11 a.m. 
in the Little Theatre. The 
former leader of the White 
Roots of Peace, will speak on 
Indian philosophy and culture 

Sakokwenonkwas “has an 
awareness of indian 
ph?’osophy and culture which 
leaves one in awe.”’ He is a 
native of the Akwesasne 
Reservation, and has under- 
taken the task of restoring the 
old villages and reviving the 
culture of the past on the 
reservation. 

As he explained, ‘I believe 
that the only hope for the In- 
dian people is that we get back 
te our own way of life. We 


should work toward 
independence...toward _ self- 
pride.” 


He stresses the fact that if 
the Indian is not allowed to live 
the way he wants, white 
people themselves will be des- 
troved. 

“When you have polluted 
the last lake, destroyed the 
land, and downed the last 
tree...it is too bad that only 
then will you stop and realize 
that you cannot eat the money 
you have in your bank.”’ 

Following his speech at | 
p.m. will be a film festival in 
Art 145. The films to be 


presented are: ‘‘These Are My 
People,’ ‘‘Charlie Squash 
Goes To Town,”’ ‘Long As the 
Rivers Run,’ ‘‘Longhouse 
People,'’ ‘‘Ballad of 
Crowfoot,’ and “‘You Are on 


Indian Land.”’ 

On Thursday, Frank Day 
will speak on the culture and 
customs of the Maidu, in An- 
thro 363 at 10:20 a,m. Day, a 
Maidu Indian of Northern 


California, is an artist. singer 
and historian 

Charlie Thom, a medicine 
man, will give a talk on Nor- 
thwestern California Tribes 
and spiritual matters, in 
Psych 153 at 11:45 a.m. Thom 
teaches at Humboldt State 
University about the earth and 
her plants and herbs. 

A display of silver craft will 
be presented by Ben 
Nighthorse Campbell in the 
Art Patio Quad at 2: 35 p.m. He 
will show his work in silver. 
turquoise and other materials. 

Friday's program will 
begin with Mabel McKay 
speaking on tradition and 
basketmaking, in Anthro 308 
at ll a.m. 

At 1 pm, the Maidu 
Dancers will perform on the 
Quad. They are represented 
by many California tribes. 
Most of the songs and dances 
of the group were patterned 
after teachings of the Maidu 
elder, Frank Day 

To close out the program 
there will be American Indian 
Poetry Readings in Old Lib- 
rary 125 at 3 p.m.

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San Quentin trial off to bad start

The jury selection and 
preliminary proceedings for 
the “San Quentin Six’’ murder 
trial have resulted in the 
banishment from the cour- 
troom of one defendent, Luis 
Talamantez, 32, and the pur- 
ported stabbing of defense at- 
torney Lynn Carman, counsel 
for another defendent, Hugo 
Pinell, 31. 

Talamantez was removed 
from the courtroom Friday 
after a prolonged diatribe with

Money available for graduate students 


Nearly 80,000 needy 
undergraduate students will 
receive scholarships averag- 
ing $500 next year through 
State Student Incentive Grant 
(SSIG) awards, HEW 
Secretary Caspar W. 
Weinberger has announced. 

Almost $18 million will goto 
37 States, Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands to continue ex- 
isting State financial aid 
programs for students en- 
rolled in colleges and 
vocational schools. Another $2 
million has been reserved for 
an additional 14 states and the 
District of Columbia expected 
to apply by next April 15. 


The SSIG funds must be 
matched by states, dollar for 
dollar, out of their own 
resources. The maximum that 
may be awarded to a student 
for full-time study is $1,500 per 
academic year. Half-time 
students are eligible for 
smaller amounts. 

The first SSIG awards were 
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made last year when 41 states 
and territories qualified for 
the federal grants. With 50-50 
matching, they are supporting 
an estimated 76,000 student 
scholarships during the 1974- 
75 academic year.

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student awards allotted for the

minutes while Talamantez 
was removed and taken to the 
holding cell. 


Defense attorney Lynn Car- 
man was reported by San 
Quentin authorities to have 
been stabbed in the neck with 
a pen during a conference at 
the prison on Tuesday. The 
warden’s office did not iden- 
tify the prisoner involved. 
Carman subsequently denied 
the allegation. 


The controversy was 
heightened when several daily 
courtroom spectators insisted 
that they had seen ‘‘no dis- 
figurement whatever’ on Car- 
man’s face or neck. 


The defendants, judge, 
jury, etc., were separated 
from the spectators by a bullet 
and bomb proof screen that 
spanned both walls and from 
floor to ceiling. The green, 
glass-like structure substan- 
tially distorted the view from 
the outside into the dock area 


The prisoners, too, seemed 
to have difficulty seeing 
through the screen as they 
periodically turned in their 
seats and squinted through the 
plate at the spectators.

Soledad Brothers. 


It was Drumgo, along with 
John Cluchette and the late 
George Jackson, prominent 
political writer, theorist, and 
enemy number one of the 
California State Penal 
System, that attracted inter- 
national attention to the 
brutal living conditions inside 
many of California's prisons 
through their indictment for 
the murder of a Soledad 
Prison guard in 1969. All three 
were later absolved of the 
crime, Jackson's exoneration 
being posthumous. 


The ‘Six’ are charged with 
the murder of two white in- 
mates and two prison guards 
during the August 21, 1971 
“‘revolt’’ at San Quentin, dur- 
ing whieh Jackson was killed 
under circumstances _ that 
remain obscure. 


Prison authorities, liberals 
and inmates, though with 
widely disparate hopes for the 
outcome of the trial and inves-

Surely not since the 
dismemberment of Orpheus 
by the Thracians has the 
music community witnessed 
such a travesty.

University Chorus and Or- 
chestra concert 


More specifically to the 


second half of that concert, 
which presented four ‘‘Choral 
Scenes from Opera’’, it should 
have been called ‘Pops Beer 
Hall Night.”

On the program was the 
“Wach Auf” chorale from 
Wagner's Die Meistersinger. 
*Polovetsian Dances and 
Choruses’ from Prince Igor 
by Borodin, the last part of Act 
Il from Die Fledermaus by 
Johann Strauss. and the 
Coronation scene from Mus- 
sorgsky's Boris Gudounov. 

To begin with, presenting 
this music in the guise of a 
serious concert is to make 
mockery of anything more 
profound than the Carol 
Burnett Show. The selections 
were at best vaguely un- 
satisfactory and at worst 


banal to a gargantuan degree. 





WHAT HAPPENS AFTER

The Wagner chorale was 
expansive, moving, and too 
short. While this was the only 
music fit for concert per- 
formance that I heard, it 
doesn't stand by itself, 
because it is a very short 
snippet from a very large 
drama.

The 
Die Fledermaus piece 
sounded like the last night of 
the Oktoberfest at 4a.m., with 
oom-pahs in the brass and 
something about ‘‘drinking a 
toast."’ And if [had known that 
the Borodin selection con- 
tained what later became 
“Stranger in Paradise’, I 
wouldn't have even bothered 
showing up. The opportunity 
to give a chorus and orchestra 
concert doesn't usually come 
around more than twice a 
year, and when director Louis 
Clayson programs music that 
I can hear either at the 
Turnverein or on my AM 
radio, it all seems such a 
waste of time 

The singing, unfortunately, 
was lousy. Missed entrances, 
wrong pitches, and sloppy 
silibants abounded, not to 
mention a non-existent 
dynamic range and unclear 
enunciation 

But if the foregoing had 
been the only problems, I 
might still have listened to the 
lust piece from my _ seat, 
rather from the men’s lounge. 
But someone had the in- 
credible audacity to try to am- 
plify the alto section. This, I 
assume, was done to remedy 
some defect in sound balance. 

The result was, in a word, 
nauseating. Now I don’t nor- 
mally object to voices coming 
from above (not that I hear

This was nowhere more 
patently offensive than when 
the altos sang alone. At those 
times, I wanted to craw! under 
my seat, because it sounded as 
if they were coming over a 
telephone. 

When the entire group 
sang, not only did the sop- 
ranos, tenors, and basses 
drown out the orchestra, but 
the altos drowned them all out. 
This was a Philistine blunder 
of staggering proportions. 

Mv apologies to Robert 
Brice, who sang a solo in the 
Boris Gudounov excerpt. I 
hope he understands that my 
motivations for leaving had 
nothing to do with him. It's 
just that such sonic, musical 


and indeed esthetic disasters 
are not often beheld—and I 
hope never again. 

The orchestra, for its part, 
acquitted itself well. In the 
first half, they played 
Beethoven's Egment overture 
and Schubert s Symphony No. 
5. 

Even without the program- 
matic associations, the 
Beethoven stands up by itself. 
It begins solemnly, slowly 
building tension, and, after 
paying homage to the dealth of 
Egmont, romps to an orgas- 
mic finish. It was the most 
Satisfactory musical ex- 
perience of the evening. 

The Schubert is warm, 
relaxed music of a perhaps too 
Mozartian cast, but conductor 
John Lewis and the orchestra 
did well with it. 

To render a more positive 
comment on 
however, it seems as though 
they are ina vicious cycle. It is 
no secret that the great ma- 
jority of its members are there 


because of degree re- 
quirements. It is also true that 


the chorus, 


there are few voice majors 
among them. 

But that is not to say that 
there is no hope for them. They 
have shown in the past that 
they can do justice to im- 
portant music, as was the case 
with the Bach and Holst 
program last December. And 
they are all musicians, so they 
know how to make good en- 
trances, and they know how to 
sing in tune and with con- 
viction. Clayson has simply in- 
sulted their intelligence this 
semester by assigning such 
trivial junk. 

He could have certainly 
chosen something by Vaughan 
Williams, for example 
(remember, he wrote in 
English), or a mass by Haydn, 
say, which would not be dif- 
ficult. He should just save the 
prettified music for the Pops 
Chorus, which sings in the 
summer. 

Tosum up, then: The cause 
of music simply cannot bear 
another concert like the one 
heard last Thursday night in 
the Recital Hall.

The concert began with a 
group of lads calling 
themselves Kansas, an up- 
and-coming rock group with 
two albums out. 

Rainbows of light glinted 
off their steel guitars as moun- 
tains of music rode like 
tumultuous waves through the 
crowd, crashing against the 
balconies. 

Their energy-inducing solid

blasted off. 

The highlight of their per- 
formance was an awe- 


inspiring, 10-minute drum solo 
that filled the crowd with an 
electricity that didn’t return 
till the silhouette of Papa John 
Creach crept on stage after a 
juggling act with swords, sic- 
kles and flaming torches. 

Grace Slick greeted the 
audience with a throaty ‘Hi’ 
and then the band really let 
loose. 

Seconds later, the stage 
was flooded with light and the 
opening chords of *‘Ride the 


around like he had hemor- 
rohoids. If this was the illus- 
trious Papa John Creach, he 
was grossly overrated. 

Just as the words bubbled 
out of my mouth, Creach 
creaked up to the microphone 
and started to saw on his 
violin. The man may dance 
funny, but he knows his 
instrument. The notes he 
coaxed out of that violin were 
fantastic, quite unbelievable, 
and damned good! It felt like 
dull razor blades were being 
dragged over my eardrums, 
but I like it. 

I'd heard some rumors that 
Grace Slick’s powerful voice 
was ‘‘burned out.’
